San Francisco, August 19, 1891. 

The Chinese in California are just new 
in avery bsd way, Violence arid massacre 
sre hot ao frequent a8 in vars gone by, 
but there is the ever-present b .yeott anda 
competition of ingenuity going on between 
iha two parties to gee which can deviee the 
mst uppressively auli-Chinesy state and 
municipal lavs. Chinatown has beew in a 
ferment oll the week over the new ruling 
uf Judge Field requiring-that henceforth 
all Chinese merchants must present & certi- 
ficate from the Chinese Government, a8 re- 
quired by the Exclusion bill, before they 
can land. Hitherto a Chinese merchant 
or atudent or teacher desiring to revi-it his 
native Jand bas provided for hia future 
landing by obtaining & certificate here 
signed by six or more reputable citizens 
who certify that the man is ule of the clase 
of Chinese privileged te side in the, 
United States. On his return to this part 
he prescats this paper to tho Customs 
authorities, the collector satistics himself ax. 
to the genuinenass of the document and. 
signatures and allowathe man to land. This 
naw ruling, if upheld on the appeal that is 
taken, will effectually bar out every Chinn~ 
man that ie now vutside the United States 
except diplomats, Here is a weichant, for 
instance, doing. business in San Francisco 
who bus gone home on a visit. If be 
intends to return te this country he mnst 
solicit the provincia! authorities fur what 
they have uever yot given, and would 
never be willing to give. The Vicoroy 
would simply asy——* You inform me thut 
your place of business jg in California but 
Thave no proof uf this. “What idiots the 
United States officials must be to requite 
ya to procure proof from me of your status 
a8 a Merchant which con caily be found in 
the city or town in the U.S.A. where you! 
carry on your business! A Chinaman 
who had the temerity tu appreach Chinese 
officials with euch an absnrd request wonld 
be lucky if be got out of the Yawen with a 
head on his shoulders.
